WATER LEVELS ARE REPORTED 
FAR BELOW NORMAL BECAUSE 


TEXAS DROUGHT CONDITIONS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(IP)— 


Officials 
of the 
agriculture 
de- 


partment estimated today water 
levels throughout Texas are from 
one to seven feet below normal 
for this time of year as a result 
of drought conditions. 


Water In storage reservoirs, the 


department reported, is generally 
below average, 
based on avail- 


able water for Irrigation In Lake 
Kemp, the Wichita diversion lake, 
Medina reservoir, 
Lake 
Brown- 


wood and the reservoir at Bai- 
rn orhoa. 


It was computed there are 40,- 


000 acre feet of water In the 
Wichita diversion lake, this sup- 
ply being maintained at all times. 
In the principal storage reservoir, 
Lake Kemp, there was on Aug. 
1, about 420,000 acre feet of wa- 
ter. 
On the same date last year 


there was approximately the same 
amount, on August 1, 1932 about 
500,000 acre feet and on the first 
of August, 1931, ti-.e same amount 
in storage as this year. 


Officials -said Medina reservoir 


has about 109,735 acre feet, vol- 
umes in years past were: 187,215 


acre feet, 1933; 187,215 In 1932 and 
109,735 in 1931. 


Officials 
reported during 
the 


latter part of June there was ap- 
proximately 64,000' acre feet of 
water in Lake Brownwood. 


The department's record showed 


that In addition to the large res- 
ervoirs in Texas, there are nu- 
merous low dams 
many 


streams, especially In the 
west- 


ern yart of the state, which store 
small amounts of water for Irri- 
gation along the lower streams. 
In the Glen Rose area many of 
the wells are as low as in the 
dry year of 1925, the report said 
although not as low as in 1917. 


The report showed in Coryell 


county wells from 20 to 30 feet 
are holding their own, with only 
a few of the more shallow wells 
going dry. 


The present average pumping 


depth in the irrigation wells In 
Hale and adjacent counties was 
estimated at 80 feet, Including 30 
feet 
drawdown.

day by prison agents from Pa- 
ducab, Ky. 


The following statement has been 
released by Herman 
H. 
Ochs, 
member Texas Centennial Commis- 
sion and business, industrial and 
civic leader of San Antonio: 


Now that the intensive sixty-day 
publicity and advertising campaign 
intended to make all Texas Centen- 
nial-conscious before September 1 
is drawing to a close, I feel that 
some things should be said about 
the work of the Publicity Commit- 
tee and Its staff, which perhaps 
because of modesty, that commit- 
tee Itself would not care to say. 
In the first place the Commis- 
sion was fortunate In that it had 
three experienced newspaper, ad- 
vertising and publicity men to 
name as members of this commit- 
tee, Mr. Lowry Martin of Corsicar.a 
as chairman and Messrs. J. E. Jo- 
sey of Houston and Wilbur Hawk 
of Amarillo as members. 
Competent Staff. 
And this committee was particu- 
larly fortunate in that it was able 
to assemble a staff of experienced 
publicity and advertising men, to- 
gether wiah a very competent of- 
fice staff. 
The result has been that In all 
sections of Texas the Centennial 
Is becoming the principal topic of 
conversation. Where there was mis- 
understanding or Indifference as to 
plans, there now is understanding 
and a militant support. The work 
of this committee in this sixty days 


has placed the Centennial in the 
realm of things absolutely certain 
of accomplishment I have no hesi- 
tancy in saying that but for the 
work this committee has done it I 
would have been impossible on Sep- 
tember 1 to have selected the ma- 
jor celebration city, and even the 
expectancy of substantial state and 
federal appropriations would have 
been abiurd. 


Valuable Investment. 


In other words on an appropria- 
tion which will not amount to $15,- 
000 when It Is totalled, this commit- 
tee has sold a $50,000,000 project to 
the people of the state, and it may 
readily be seen this is an Invest- 
ment which any business concern 
would be more than glad to have 
made. 


Furthermore on this expenditure 
of less than $15,000, this committee 
has secured publicity and various 
forma of advertising which, if paid 
for at current prices, easily would 
total a half million dollars.. This 
has been madn possible by the 
generous co-operation which It has 
secured from the newspapers, the 
motion picture houses, the radio, 
the outdoor advertisers and the 
leading business concerns in all 
parts of Texas. Beyond this the 
personal contacts as established 
during this Centennial Week, dove- 
tailing perfectly into the publicity 
plan, has been Worth untold mil- 
lions In the furtherance of this 
great cause. 


Concentrated Campaign. 


The committee has done In sixty 
days what many times has not 
been accomplished by similar cam- 
paigns in twelve months. It has 
conducted the most intesified and 
concentrated campaign of publicity 
and advertising that I have ever 
witnessed, and all my life I have 
been associated with publicity and 
advertising. 


Not only has it sold Texas, but 
there have been repurcussions from 
over the nation. Business leaders 
^coming to my office from over the 


nation say the Centennial of Texas 
Is being talked everywhere. 
I state unqualifiedly that the 
Centennial Commislson and all the 
people of Texas owe a debt of 
gratitude to the members of the 
publicity commlttte and to the 
members of its working staff. Day 
and night they have worked, long 
hours and at tedious jobs to make 
this undertaking a success. And 
they have accomplished that pur- 
pose cheaper than any similar cam- 
paign that I have ever witnessed. 


Work Must Go On. 


This brings me around to say- 


Ing that the Texas Centennial Com- 
mission and the people of Texas 
cannot afford to allow the good 
work this committee has accom- 
plished to die on September 1. Just 
as It has accomplished a twelve 
months campaign in two months, 
so in the future, In the eighteen 
months intervening before the Cen- 
tennial begins, can the work of 
several years be concentrated. 
Where this committee loaves off 


on September 1, must be taken up 
by a permanent publicity organiza- 
tion the work of continuing to 
spread the story of the Texas Cen- 
tennial, then to all the people of 
the nation and the world, just as 
heretofore it has been confined to 
Texas alone. 
Those acquainted with publicity 
know that only sustained cam- 
paigns bring results. Activity for 
sixty days, followed by a lapse of 
some months, simply means you 
must again begin at the bottom. 
The cheap thing, and the business- 
like thing is to continue aggres- 
sively onward so that we may 
reap the full benefit of. the things 
already done. 
Under tho direction of the Cen- 
tenial Commlsison, as the law 
provides, and In co-operation with 
the city that secures the central j 
celebration, this 
publicity 
cam- 
paign must continue without in- 
terruption. Let every member of 
the Commission now be thinking 
of this matter and be ready to act 


when we convene shortly after 
September 1 to accept a proposal 
for the Great Centennial of 1936. 
Another important 
matter is 
that when the major celebration 
city is selected on September 1 
there will be a lapse of sixty days 
before it can be organized, and 
another thing is that the second- 
ary cities must be chosen on No- 
vember 1. There should be a sec-i 
ondary celebration in every coun-! 
ty, therefore, we must keep our 
publicly active.

In co-operation with the Feder- 


al Emergency Reflef administra- 
tion, the Texas Relief commission 
Is launching one of the most im- 
portant of all relief programs in 
Texas, through the rural rehabili- 
tation plan, according to Earl B. 
Patterson, new rural supervisor 
for Navarro 
and 
Henderson 


counties, with headquarters at the 
local relief office on North Bea- 
ton street. 


The program was devised and 


created by the federal agency for 
the 
purpose of placing worthy 


families who have had previous 
farm 
experience on small sus- 


tenance plots of land leased for 
this purpose by the Rural Com- 
munities Incorporated of Texas, 
a branch of the Texas Relief com- 
mission. 


The sum of $200,000,000 
has 


been set aside for this 
work 


which will become a direct obli-

statement that the great 
dam projects he has just vis- 
ited in the Northwest are 
foes to drouth has justifica- 
tion. 


A fanner in a drouth- 


stricken region near Man- 
dan, 
N. D., saved himself 


from disaster by undertak- 
ing a little private irrigation 
project. He made use of a 
tract of Missouri River bot- 
tom land on his place, which 
he hadn't done much with 
previously. He installed a 
pump, used his tractor for 
power, and constructed ir- 
rigation ditches through this 
piece of land. 


Today he has sweet corn, 


potatoes, tomatoes, 
cauli- 


flower, 
cabbage, 
carrots, 


onions and other vegetables 
to market instead of the 
wheat crop he used to raise 
and which would have been 
an utter failure this year. 
He expects to get more in* 
come from his ten acres of 
vegetables than he would 
get from a section of wheat 
in an ordinary season. 


His experience is further 


testimony to the value of 
properly used_ irrigation.

ton, 
slippery young bank bandit

menacing notes came to them 
through the mails the last few 
weeks. 
Hamilton was convicted 


June 13 and Rogers believes the 
notes were sent by some of his 
outlaw friends. 


Similar notes went to two of 


the juror* who served in Palm- 
er's trial at 
Anderson, 
Grimes 


county, and convicted him June 
29. 


Some of the missives were sign- 


ed by initials, apparently fictitious 
and the others were unsigned. 
The notes were mailed 
from 


Houston and Dallas, Rogers said.

worried Jurors who told him of, 
the notes to pay no attention to 
them. No 
special 
precautions 


were taken to protect the threat- 
ened men in the event the send- 
ers 
actually

Rogers said the notes did not 


reveal just what reprisals were 
contemplated but most of them 
Included the statement that "you 
haven't heard the last of this." 


Major Crowson was shot

death last Jan. 16 when Hamil-

late Clyde Barrow, shot their way 
out of Eastham state prison farm.

The Philippines dropped Into the

In a nutshell: Leaders In the 


Islands want Uncle Sam's O. K. 
on higher tariffs 
for 
foreign 


goods entering the 
Philippines. 


The idea Is to salvage American 
markets in the islands and curb 
Japanese 
trade 
inroads there. 


Long cables outlying a pro- 


posed tariff 
bill arrived yester- 


day. 
United States approval Is 
desired before the 
bill 
is 
put 


through the island legislature. It 
Is the beginning of an attempt to 
preserve free trade between the 
United States and the Philippines 
after the islands get Independ- 
ence. 


Secretary Hull faces a dilemma. 


He must consider the Japanese 
viewpoint, bound to be critical If 
the bill goes through. If It does 
not, 
business interests eager to 


increase American sales to Fili- 
pinos are apt to be displeased. 


The roots of the question go 


back to the hectic days when 
Japanese gunboats were shelling 
Shanghai in 1931 and the Chinese 
boycott against Japan began. 


Also entering the picture were 


possibilities that the United States 
would raise 
tariff 
barricades 


against Philippine products after 
the Islands attained Independence. 


The United States, in the opin- 


ion of some observers, can ill af- 
ford to stir smouldering trade Is- 
sues with Japan. 
It appeared 
probable today that the 
state, 


commerce departments, the at- 
torney general and the tariff com- 
mission all will be asked to con- 
sider the tariff proposals before 
it goes to President Roosevelt.
